Rule 8-B. — An officer who is otherwise eligible to participate in the Contri- 
butory Provident Fund but is appointed on probation, may be 
allowed to subscribe to the fund from the date of his appointment, 
but the Government contribution should he credited to his account 
only after his confirmation or only after satisfactory completion of 
the period of probation if he has been appointed on contract. The 
Government contribution would however be payable for the entire 
period the officer has subscribed to the Fund together with interest 
thereon.
